Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' attorney argues that the foam definition in Wikipedia 
provides evidence that the term "holes" in claim 1 would be understood by one of ordinary skill as meaning "pores", 
and the term "space volume" amounts to "average diameter" of a foam cell. The examiner notes that such an 
explanation appears to be incommensurate with the description of "holes" in the specification, because the pores or 
foam cells in a foam cell structure could be easily identified, whereas the specification indicates that "holes" are 
unillustrated. The examiner suggests that a translation from the Japanese priority paper may clarify the issue. 
Similarly, a translation may clarify the term "space volume", otherwise the amendment appears to be "new matter". 
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
